I thdve taken was absorbed in sugar 
of anilk and divided into powders, I 
find that the poison is likely to de 
teriorate when exposed to the air, so 
I shall take all future doses prepared 
with guiacol, a distillation of beech- 
wood, somewhat similar to carbolic 
écid. in a proportion of 1 to 4. The

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STREET RAILWAY EXTENSION. 


The superintendent of the radial 
railway ‘makes the sensible euggestion 
that we should go siow in the matter 
of extensions this year. It would be 
dangerous to do otherwise. We had 
a deficit of no mean proportions last 
year. Though this was due to ab- 
normal circumstances, and circum- 
stances outside the railway altogether, 
the fact that it occurred would not 
help us to sell radial bonds on satis- 
factory terms this season, And if 
we should wind up the present year 
in like manner we would find that 
we have ready enough railway cn 
hand. Fortunately there is not much 
danger of this, but until we are sure of 
how we are coming out it is not well 
te begin to pile up the capita) charges 
against: next season’s operations. ‘t 
would be well if the system could !> 
given a full year as free as possible 
from new liabilities and interference, 
that it might become thoroughly set- 
tied and established in its present 
field, and might demonstrate just what 
it can do with power supplied at rea- 
sonable price. Thies shown, we would 
be able to plan extensions with some 
clear notion of how much extra burden 
could be borne, The sooner we get a 
precise idea of where the system ‘is 
at” tHe better, and the best way of 
getting this is to et it alone for 4 
year. Every one would of course cike 
to see the system immediately extend 
ed 30 as to give a good service to all 
parts of ‘both Cities, but the first thing 
to be kept in mind is that whether

TO ENCOURAGE TREE GROWING, 


Senator Davis -has introduced a 
somewhat unusual bill in the Senate. 
Its purpose is to amend the Dominion 
Lands Act so that tree culture may 
be made a fulfilment in part of home- 
teal duties. The bi‘! proposes that 
within areas judged by thte Governor- 
in-Council suitable tor tree culture, if 
any entrant vpon applying for patent 
can prove that there are on his home. 
steatt 1,000 healthy trees, planted by 
him, of not less than one inch diam- 
eter, this hall be taken in dieu of one- 
haf the cultivation otherwise requir. 
ed. The purpose apparently is to give 
some inducement ‘to the development 
of timb r plots in parts of the coua- 
try suitable to tree growth. Whether 
the measur: would result in any great 
“forestry” movement may ‘be doubt- 
ed, for the settler usually wants a 
more quickty maturing crop than one 
of even the most rapid-growth trees. 
Ie might, however, result in the ore- 
ation of wind-breaks and timber plota 
designed rather to modify climate than 
to produce merchantable timber. Even 
this would be well ‘worth doing. from 
the viewpoint of the settler and there: 
jore of the country. It is now ad- 
mitted that the presence of timbe: 
does modify ¢limate in many ways, 
and the creation of even amall groves 
throughout the prairie eountry would 
undoubtedly do something noticeable 
in the way of tempering the extremes 
of beat and cold and of conserving the 


moisture ‘suppiy.

It will be argued. of course, that a 
man should read what he proposes to 
sign and should refuse to sign if he 
does not like the look of the docu- 
ment.

These agree- 
ments @re usually printed in very 
small type-and by eoineidence—the 
agent is usually in a great hurrts 
about the time the purchaser comes to 
read it over. Frequently, too, they 
are so worded that a layman would 
not understand their full import if he 
read them never eo carefully. 

It is entire'y proper to regard it 
the duty of the Legislature to shield 
people against machinations of this 
kind as against fraud operated by 
other means. It is equally of course 
theyduty of the Legistature to not im- 
pose conditions which would impro- 
perly or unduly interfere with the 
carrying on of business. The selfer 
should have a binding agreement, giv- 
ing his reasonable security. But he 
should not under the semblance of an 
agreement secure a grip on property 
out of at] proportion to the amount of 
the debt. Nor should he be allowed 
to smuggle into the agreement condi- 
|tions which the purchaser cannot ful- 
fii and which if not fulfilled debar 
the purchaser from getting redivess if 
the article is not up to the represen- 
tations. 

To remedy this grievance two bills 
ere now before the Legislature. The 
former proposes that the courts shall 
lave the pawer to determine whether 
the conditions imposed by any agree- 
ment are reasonab.e conditions and to 
nullify any which are unreasonable. 
Tl: second proposes that where a 
mortgage is imported into an agree- 
ment in disguise, it shal? ibe null 
and void. Whatever changes may be 
made in the bills in the course of the 
dubates it is to be hoped the good 
purpose wiil not be lost sight of and 
that they! wil emerge in shape to 
meet the object thoroughly. If so, 
they will promote trade ‘by making it 
safe to do business,

Regina, Sask., Feb. 23.—In a letter 
read today from the health committee 
of the city council, Dr, Charlton, pro- 
incial bacteriologist, stated that he 
would cease to analyze the mi:k for 
the city unless greater effort were 
made to force the city milk dealers to 
comply with the provisions of the 
milk by-law. Prosecutions, he com- 
plained, were too infrequent in com- 
patison with the number of delinquen- 
cies shown by his analysis, Regina 
mink, at ten cents a quart, had too 
many microbes and too little cream. 
Dr. Meek, medical health officer, in- 
formed the committee his department 
was doing its utmost to improve the 
state of affairs, He believed, how- 
ever, that to enforce absolute compli- 
ance with by-laws would practically 
amean the cutting off of Regina’s miik 
supply.

DEFALCATION WRECKS BANK 


Boston Bank Closes Doors After Being 
Looted of $144,000. 


Bostén, Feb. 23.—Following the dis- 
covery that the National City Bank 
of Cambridge had been looted «f 
$144,000, the doors of the institution 
were closed today, probably forever, 
by National aBnk Examiner Ellis 8. 
Pepper, acting on behalf of the 
comptroller of the currency. 

Six hours after this action had been 
taken an embezzlement warrant was 
issued for the arrest of George W. 
Coleman. the young bookkeeper of the 
bank, who wes last heard from in 
Kansas City, a few days ago. The 
institution is insolvent, the capital 
stock of $100,000 and the surplus hav- 
ing been wiped out by the defaleation. 

Mr. Pepper said the examination of 
the books showed that the bank was 
insolvent and that $144,000 of its 
$332,000 supposed assets way missing... 

The bank carried deposits of $1297, 
432, mostly the money of small trades- 
men. It was organized in 1853. Among 
the stock holders is Charles W. Ejiot, 
President Emeritus of Harvard. 

Under the National banking laws, 
the stockholders are liable to assess- 
ment if the assts are not sufficient to 
pay the creditors in full. As Dr. 
Elliot holds ten of the 1,090 shares, he 
is liable for a part of the defalcation. 


FOREST PRESERVATION 
Clifford Sifton Discusses Conditions 
a in Canada, 

Fredericton, N. B., Feb. 23.—At the 
Canadian Forestry convention today 
Hon. Clifford Sifton, chairman of the 
Oanadian conservation commission, 
was the chief speaker, he spoke of tho 
growth of interest in Canada in forest 
preservation. As to the fire scourge 
he said what was being done now 
was largely for the protection of mer- 
chantable timber from fire, but there 
was large areas where the growth js 
yet young and where nothing has been 
done or is being done to prevent the 
spread of fires. It was in such terri- 
tory thet fires were doing the most 
damege, the destruction of young tim- 
ber being greater during the past sea- 
son than for years past.

Favors Stronger Navy Till Panama 
Canal ic Finished. 


New York, Feb. 98.--President Taft 
came out flatly in favor of a budget 
system, by whi the government's 
finances may be regulated, in a specch 
which he delivered tonight before the 
president talked of waste in the various 
president taled of wasta in the vatious 
departments of the government and 
suggested the way to curd it wes to 
have a system such as is in vogue 
in other countries, where a schedule, 
of expenditure is made up with refer. 
ence to the income, The president 
touched broadly upon other phases ot 
government policy, advocating among 
other things, the quick completion ot 
the Panema canal, to bi paid for by 
the issue of bonds, the pushing. of 
river improvements and the building 
up of the army and navy. Like his 
predecessor, President Taft sees the 
necessity of expanding the navy and 
he advocates the congtruction of at 
least. two battleships a year, while 
the Panaina canal is* being rushed to 
completion. 

He believes, so he told the Jersey- 
ites, that it is politic to add to the 
naval strength until the canal is fin- 
ished so as to provide ample protec. 
tion to the Atlantie-and Pacific coasts.

Victim of His Own Bomb.

it has taken months to make. Seidom do 
we appreciate when We give it its final 
resting place in the binder box that the 
first hands which touched it were those of 
a Maya ~y or girl in far off tropical 
Yucatan whose ancestors were a great 
Civilized people, with temples and literature, 
centuries before Columbus came ashore in 
bis red velvet suit. 

Or, if it is Manila twine, the first step in 
its long pilgrimage was ander the guidance 
of a_ bare-footed,. brown-skinned little 
Filippino savage, who perhaps never heard 
of a binder,and whose views of agricultural 
implements are a pointed stone or a 
crooked stick. , 

Yet, if it were not for the industry of 
these two widely sepayated «ations, the 
farmers of this rich state would still be 
onges to bind their grain with old- 
fashioned wire,which never worked or with 
untrusiworthy cotton strand. In. fact, the 
problem of twine was the, problem. of suc- 
cessful binding for years after the self- 
binder was an established fact. 

It took many years and thousands of 
dollars to eliminate this primary drawback 
to the ecrly grain growers of the country 
One manfacturer alone spent $15,000 trying 
to make twine out of grass, $35,000 using 
paper asa substitute,and 643,000 0n straw— 
all in the end to be discarded as unsatis- 
factory.. Then,after searching the world 
with a close tooth rake, as it were, it was 
found that two fibres could be made to do 
the work—Manila and Sisal. The Manila— 
long, soft and even—lad gencrally been 
used in multipie strands for making cable 
and cordage ; while the Sisal—strong,pliable 
and smooth—was found to lend itself perfect: 
ly for the manufacture of a single-strand 
cord, such as the sel{-Linder necessitated. 

Then commenced a merry struggle be- 
tween the distant races for the honor of 
supplying the twine which was to make 
His Majesty, the American farmer, the 

reatest food producer in the world. At 

rst, owing to the established position of 
the Manila hemp trade caused by the 
cordage industry, Ue |.ttle brown brother 
in the Philippines forged ahead, but he 
made no progress in his methods of pro: 
duction, using the knife and block and 
other simple methods ‘followed by his 
primitive forefathers in extracting the fibre. 
t was soon seen that Sisal would either be 
the ultimate material to supply this demand 
or the demand would not be filled. At this 
point of the race a number of clever, 
aggressive Yucatecans, educated in the 
sciences in this Country and abroad, sprang 
into the game, They saw the future com- 
mercial possibilities of the neglected Sisal 
plant. At their own expense they built 
railroads into the arid, dry territories 
whero henequen grew, They invented 
new machines, capable of cleaning 100,000 
leaves a day, and soon began to compete 
on an equal basis with the Manila fibre, 

The Spenish-Americas war pemmporortty 
advanced the price of Manila fibrs to suc 
an extent that good grades of Manila fibre 
commanded a price which was practically 
prohibitive for binder twine, Wherefore 
manulacturers Of binder ¢wine concentrated 
their energy and genius in the production 
of a perfect binder twine from Sisal. This 
required some adjusiment of machinery 
and some change in methods, but manu- 
facturers of twine succeeded so that the 
twine made from Sisal has for some years 
been as perfect and satisfactory as apy 
binder twine ever made from any material, 
This has resulted in the increased use of 
Sisal, until during the past season not leas 
than 8 per cent, and possibly 00 per cent, 
of the material which went into the manu- 
facture of binder twine in the United States 
was Sisal fibre. 

First-class binder twine can be made 
fron high-grade Manila fibre, but it is very 
dificult to make even @ rea bly good 
article of binder twine from low-grade 
Manila. Before the Americana occupation 
of the Philippine Islands, the Spanish 
officials at times exerted their arbitrary 
power for the purpose of maititaining the 
Quality of the fibre which was p:oduced by 
the natives. It was not an uncommon thing 
for the governor of @ district ‘to seize a 
quantity of inferior fbre and publicly burn 
itin the middle of the plaza. This was an 
object lesson to the natives to procuce 
better grades of fibre, However, since the 
Americans have taken possession of the 
Philippine Islands, no authority has been 
exercised and nd influence exerted by the 
officials in connection with the quality of 
fibre. The result is a very much greater 

roportion of low-grade fibres than has ever 

en produced in previous years Un: 
questionably, large quantities of this iow- 
grade fibre will be used in the manufacture 
of binder twine for the harvest of 1910, ard 
it is unnecessary to state that those who 
attempt to use twine made from this low: 
rade Manila fibre will have tsoubies of 
eir own. ’

The photograph leaves little doubt 
that the body was treated like a car- 
cass in an abattoir.

The secret service officers believe, 
however ,that the dead) man was one 
of a party of three who set out from 
(Matheson on a journey . outside the 
area already patronized oy miners. 
They probably ran short of provisions, 
an.evil plot was carried out) whereby 
the unsuspecting third party was 
overpowered, killed. and partially de- 
voured. 

A’ Montreal gentleman has received 
a letter from Cobalt explaining how 
the body was discovered, and how the 
suspected cannibalism came to light 
Two prospectors set out intending o 
make a superficial examination of the 
ground between Cobalt and Porcu- 
pine. They travelled far and struck 9 
trail. There they discovered the pros- 
pector, his rough clothes stripped 
from his back, and the poor body cut 
and slashed. Although the sight. was 
a horrible one they took a photo- 
graph—modern miners carry cameras 
as part of the prosepecting equip- 
ment—and continued their journey.

BETTER TERMS FOR MANITOBA 


“ Windipeg, Feb. 22:—Hon, \Hugh 
Armstrong: provincial treasurer of 
Manitoba, presented.the annual bud- 
get to the legislature this afternoon 
showing that Manitoba has, what is 
claimed to be. the largest surplus in 
the history of the province, amounting 
to $624,118.67. . The total revenue was 
$3,376,892.50, and the total expenditure 
was $2,752,733.83. The revenues were 
$209,445.44 over fhe estimates and 
the expenditures, were $)72,276.19 
less. 

He pointed with pride to the fact 
that the bonds of the province sold 
during the year at 99.51 for some and 
at par for others.

PARIS WILL LIONIZE HIM 


dich ° 
Roosevelt Will Spend ‘Four Days in 
Gay City. 


Paris, Feb. 22.4M. Liard, vice-rec- 
tor of the University of Paris, has 
been officially advised that Theodore 
Roosevelt will reach Paris about April 
14, and that the length of his stay wiil 
probably not exceed three or four 
days. 
The French Government, is anxious 
to receive the former president of the 
United tSates with the highest honors. 
French society is prepared to lionize 
him; the literary, philosophical, geo- 
graphical and scientific bodies wii! 
desire to entertain him, and the Am- 
erican colony would like to give a 
banquet in ‘his honor. But Mr. Roose- 
velt has allowed it to be understood 
that he particularly desires to avoid 
any appearance of ostentation and 
that he will preserve, as far as pos- 
sible, merely the role of a man of 
learning, in which capacity he ac- 
cepted’ the invitation to lecture it 
the Sorbonne, extended to him 
through Ambassador Jusserand whil 
he still occupied the White House. 

Mr. Roosevelt's visit to aPris,. there: 
fore, will be devoid of the spectacular 
features which characterized ex-Presi- 
dent Grant’s visit here at the time ot 
his tour around the world. 

Mr. Roosevelt's wishes will be car- 
ried out dn the main, but the govern- 
ment has declined to forego the honor 
of entertaining him, and thg ex-pr~- 
sident has accepted the invitation ot 
President Fallieres to be his guest at 
a dinner at the Elysee Palace. 

It has been provisionally decided 
that after the lecture, which will ve 
given in the Grand Ampitheatre ‘n 
the afternoon. a large reception will 
be held in the grand salon of the auni- 
versity, at which the lecturer will 
meet a brilliant assemblage of French 
si: vants, including the ‘Forty Immor- 
tals,” the leading French scientists 
and philosophers and other distin- 
guished persons. On April 16 Mr. 
Roosevelt, will be received in the sol- 
emn audience by the institute of 
which he is a member in virtue of his 
recent election as an associate mem- 
ber of the Academy of Political and 
Moral Sciences. 


CHINESE TROOPS ENTER LASSA 


Desecration of Monasteries is Resent- 
ed and Apoeal Made to Emperor. 


Calcutta, India, Feb. 23.—Chinese 
troops today entered Lassa, the capi- 
tal of Tibet, and the residence of the 
Dailsi Lama, the supreme head of the 
Lamaistic heirarchy, who on the ap- 
proach of the soldiers fled with sev- 
eral of his ministers into India. 

Serious trouble has been expected. 
owing to the action of the small 
Chinese army, which marching from 
Sze Chuen, China, subdued eastern 
Tibet, levying contributions on the 
Lama's people and showing no respect 
for the monasteries, 

The Tibetians, resenting the destrue- 
tion of their holy places, petitioned 
the Chinese foreign board, praying 
that the Emperor of China interfere 
in the interests of the Buddhists. The 
petition was disregarded, as the Ohin- 
ese propose to make the administra- 
tion of the country purely Chinese, 
The Dailai Lama appealed to Lord 
Minto, the viceroy of India, but the 
latter refused to interfere, When the 
Chinese troops were reported as mov- 
ing from the province of Kahn osten 
sibly to strengthen the garrison at 
Lassa, the Lama hastily quitted the 
capital, and proceeded toward Dapji- 
ling.

WOLGAST AND NELSON. 

Kid (Adolph) Wolgast, of Milwaukee, 
Wis., who wrested lightweight honors 
from Battling Nelson at Richmond, Cal., 
on Tuesaday of this week, is of German- 
American nationality, He was born at 
Cadiliac, Mich., .Feb. 8, 1888 and broke 
into the ring in 1906. He tips the ecales 
at 122-126 pounds and is 5 feet 41-4 
inches in height. On July 13, 1909 he 
fought a ten round battle with Battling 
Nolaon, no decision being given. At New 
York on April 6, ‘1908, he fought six 
rounds no decision with Owen Moran, 
the British lightweight champion. 

Battling Nelson is of Danish national- 
ity. He was born June 5, 1882, at Copen- 
hagen, Denmark. His ring career began 
in 1896 and he has fought many notable 
battles, After losing to Jimmy Britt at 
San Francisco in December, 1904, he 
scored a knock-out over him at Colma, 
Cal., in Sept. 1905, earlier in the year 
having scored a knock-out over Young 
Yorbett, In 1908 he met Joe Gans in two 
battles, scoring knockouts in both. Last 
year he fought but three times, defeating 
Dick Hyland at Colma, Cal., in May 
and Jack Cifford at Oklahoma City in 
June and boxing 10 rounds no decision 
with Ad. Wolgast in July, Nelson’s 
largest purse fought for was with Joe 
Gans of Goldfield, Sept. 3, 1906, $34,000 
for lightweight championship, of this 
Nelson received $23,000 irrespective of 
decision and*Gans $11,000.

DOUKHOBORS ARE PROSPERING 


Doing Well Notwithstanding the Re- 
strictions, Says Peter Veregin. 


Winnipeg. Feb. 22.—Peter Veregin, 
leeder of the Doukhobors, at Veregin 
Sask., is here purchasing supplies for 
the ecmmunity. ‘ 

“Our purchases,” he said, ‘‘will to- 
tal in value $40,000, equally divided 
#elmost between implements from the 
manufacturers and in dry goods. 

“Last year our crop would total 
about’ a million bushels, wheat and 
barley about one-third, and the bal- 
ance oats, 

“We would have done much better 
had’ we been allowed to retain our 
land as was at first arranged when 
we settled in the country, but of the 
two thousand homesteads we were (9 
have for our community 1,500 .ave 
been taken away from us, notwith- 
standing the fact that we had culti- 
vated a good portion of the land. Al- 
though we were deprived of these 
1,600 homesteads the $10 we paid for 
each homestead entry f¢e Was” with- 
held, a total of $15,000. The govern- 
ment has apparently changed the re- 

gulations since we came out. We were 

guaranteed that we could live as & 
conumunity in villages, but this stipu- 
lation has not been allowed, and be- 
cause we refused to separate, the 
land, much of which we nad culti- 
vated, has been taken from us, and 
given to other parties, who in their 
turn, have offered it back to us for 
| sale at $10 per acre. We have already 
spent $150,000 in repurchasing this 
land from those who appropriated it 
after we had improved it. It would 
cost us at the rate we are asked to 
pay now two and a half million dollars 
to recover the whole, that is, 1,500 
homesteads, of 160 acres exch, at $10 
per acre. 

“The whole trouble seems to be 
that. we would not take the oath as :s 
required by the Canadian law, but 
that is against our religious princi- 
ples. We don’t believe in oaths .as 
Christ’s teachings are against the 
principle. eW are a community and 
every person is equal, our shepherds, 
our farmeps, our workers in mills, we 
believe that kings, noblemen and 
peasantry are all equal and we give 
no special privileges in our communi- 
ty. We have now 8,000 people in our 
colony, and 2,500 of these are, old 
enough and in every way qualified to 
work and take up each a quarter sec- 
tion of 160 acres, but we cannot con- 
form with the requirements, which 
are against Christ's teachings. We 
intend to continue the cultivation «f 
the land we havé, and under favorable 
conditions we shoukl have even a 
larger crop than we raised last year. 
If the land we think we are entitled 
to had not been taken from us, we 
think we could have raised 6,000,000 
sushels of grain instead of what we 
have under the restricted conditions. 

“We have in British Columbia what 
promises to be 10,000 acres of good 
fruit land, and I think about half 
of our people will move to that pro- 
vince, leaving the others to look after 
the present colony. We were poor 
people when we ceme to Canada, 
but now we have our flour mills, our 
saw milis, our brick yards, our farm 
buildings, threshing engince and 
other farming machinery. We have 
forty villages and one flour mill .to 
each village, 80 that it is not neces- 
sary for the farmer to take his grain 
too far.” 


Government Troops Victorious, 


Managua, Nicaragua, Feb. 23.— 
General Toledo, Nicaraguan minister 
of war, announced today that the 
government forces, commanded by 
Generals Rivas and Lara, have won 
a complete victory over the insurgents 
headed by General Chamorro, at Tis- 
ma, after seven hours of fighting. The 
losses on both sides were heavy, but 
the revolutionists were forced to 
abandon their positions,

OID NOT EXPECT STRIKE. 
Railway Officials Will Not Grant In- 
crease in Wages. 


Montreal, Feb, 2l—eading raiiroad 
officials here today denied the report 
emanating from New York that nego- 
tiations ween the trainmen and 
conductors of the Grand Trunk and 
Canadian Pacific had ‘been broken off, 
and a strike vote was being taken, In 
fact the deapatch Was denounced as 
a bogus report made up to draw the 
Canadian railways out. 

Mr. E, H. Fitshugh, vice-president 
of the Grand Trunk, stated that he 
knew — of any strike talk and 
he did not believe it,since negotiations 
had not reached a point where such a 
thing woul dbe considered, ‘ 

It was stated by a leading official 
of the Canadian Pacific that there 
was no prospects of trouble with the 
union men. The movement in Can- 
ada was only a small corner of a 
campaign by the traininen embracing 
every Tailway east of the Mississippi, 
from the Gulf of Mexico north, and 
the men were not demanding increas- 
es running from 25 per cent. to 40 
per cent. While the railroads were 
not prepared to grant any such in- 
creases. as these the negotiations had 
been going on for some time and 
there was no indication that a strike 
was even being thought of. 


“TYPHOID MARY" AT LIBERTY. 


is a Living Receptacle for Tyshus 
Germs and Menace to Public Health. 


New York, Feb.’ 23.—‘Typhoid 
Mary,”’ whose real name is withheld 
at the request of the New York hea.th 
authorities, is a free woman again, 
after having been confined in charity 
hospitals off and on for three years, be- 
cause physicians said that she was a 
living receptacle for typhoid germs 
and a menace to public ‘health, She 
was formerly a cook and considered 
particularly dangerous in that capa- 
city as likely to transmit disease, 

With the understanding that she 
is to cook no more, Health Ccommis- 
sioner Lederie announced todcy that 
the department had decided to re- 
lease her. 

“Typhoid Mary” had of late been 
confined in a charity hospital on an 
island in the East River.

WORST MILK IN ONTARIO. 


Startling Disclosures Concerning To- 
ronto’s Milk Supoly. 


Toronto, Feb. 23.—Toronto has the 
worst milk supply of any city in 
the province, is the most startling 
disclosure of uny made in the report 
of the milk commission, laid on the 
table of the Legislature yesterday. 
tl shows that from 70,000 to 100,000 
bacteria exist in every 16 drops of 
milk, The report also says that To- 
ronto must have contro; of its milk 
supply source, which takes in an 
drea of between forty and fifty miles, 
surrounding the city, 

Some of the sources of supply have 
been found to be filthy from a sani- 
tary point of view, while much of the 
milk is below standard, Houses 
which supply milk have been found 
absolutely unfit to supp:y human tocd. 

Pasteurization of milk in Toronto, 
as it exists, only destroys a portion of 
the germs. The tuberculer and fever 
germs thrive. Commercial pasteuri- 
zation merely transforms an aquarium 
into a cemetery. The commissioners 
have discovered that in some cases 
the milkers practically washed their 
hands in their milk, and they advise 
that the farmers be compeiled to sup- 
ply milk conforming to municipal re- 
guiations.
